USSR  ISSUES  NEW  ROUBLE  ANNIVERSARY  COIN 


An  anniversary  rouble  has  been  struck  in 
honor  of  the  30th  anniversary  of  the 
Soviet  people's  Victory  in  1941-1945 
Great  Patriotic  War. 


The  piece  is  round,  31  nun*  in  diameter, 
and  was  minted  of  a white  copper-nickel 
alloy. 


The  face  bears  the  State  Emblem  of  the 
USSR  and  the  words  "USSR"  and  "One 
rouble". 


The  reverse  side  has  a relief  of  Ye. 
Vuchetich's  sculpture  "Motherland",  from 
the  memorial  to  heroes  of  the  Stalingrad 
Battle  in  Volgograd.  To  the  left  there 
is  a 5 -pointed  star  with  a Hammer  and 
Sickle  in  the  centre  and  the  caption  "1941-1945"  below.  "Thirty  Years 
of  the  Victory  in  the  Great  Patriotic  War"  is  around  the  figure.

FINAL  REPORT  ON  THE  N.  I.  COIN  CARD  FILE 


Report  by  GranvyI  G-  Hulse 


This  represents  the  final  report  to  design  a card  for  the  recording 
of  coins  for  the  Numismatics  International  master  file. 


Since  the  initial  report  in  the  February  1975  NI  Bulletin,  in  which 
the  form  was  first  presented,  I have  heard  from  some  other  NI  members. 
Their  comments  have  resulted  in  some  major  re-arrangements  to  the  form. 
In  the  final  version  all  the  entries  are  made  on  the  front.  The  re- 
verse is  used,  as  needed,  for  references,  source  material,  and  comments 
as  the  cataloger  wishes.  The  photographs  have  been  moved  to  the  bot- 
tom so  that  they  will  not  jam  when  inserting  the  card  back  in  the 
file. 


I hope  that  the  Form  Guide  (following  pages)  is  self  explanatory. 

This  card  is  to  be  used  for  both  type  and  date  entries.  I do  recom- 
mend that  where  counterfeits  are  recorded  the  color  of  the  card  be 
changed  to  a light  yellow  for  easier  identification.  All  other  cards 
should  be  on  white.  I have  not  addressed  myself  to  the  task  of  de- 
termining what  format  should  be  used  for  recording  counterfeit  forms, 
but,  initially  feel  that  a yellow  card  with  just  blocks  1 through  5 
would  be  enough  with  photographs  and  other  data  recorded  on  the  space 
below.  We  can  work  on  this  subject  as  we  go  along. 


Two  remaining  points.  First  - those  who  volunteer  to  be  responsible 
for  an  area  will  have  to  have  the  cards  printed  themselves.  I do 
not  propose  that  we  put  a run  on  the  N-I.  treasury  for  a form  that 
individually  will  cost  a small  amount,  but  collectively  (including 
postage)  will  run  to  a fairly  large  sum.  Further,  when  making  up 
the  cards,  make  two  of  each,  one  for  your  own  files  and  one  for  the 
N-I.  master  file.  This  will  allow  you  to  update  as  you  go  along. 
Further,  if  you  wish  to  pass  on  the  recording  job  to  someone  else, 
all  that  will  be  necessary  is  for  your  to  ship  them,  or  the  NI  librar- 
ian, your  copies  and  they  will  know  where  to  take  off  from. 


Finally,  who  wants  to  get  their  feet  wet?  This  is  a long  term  pro- 
ject. No  time  limit  will  be  established  though  a year  seems  reason- 
able for  an  initial  shipment  of  completed  forms  with  further  updates 
as  time  permits.  The  whole  world,  past  and  present,  must  be  covered. 
Photographs  will  take  years  to  acquire.  I would  suggest  that  volun- 
teers start  with  a single  country  or  area  and  then  expand  as  the 
first  one  is  finished. 


Initially  I will  act  as  the  recorder  for  who  has  what  country,  though 
the  cards  should  be  sent  direct  to  the  N.I.  Librarian.  When  the 
initial  supply  of  completed  cards  has  arrived,  then  full  control  can 
revert  to  the  librarian. 


So,  do  your  part  for  N.I.,  let's  everyone  volunteer  for  his  one  small 
part  of  this  world  and  a good  chance  to  be  of  help.

If,  however,  this  is  a date  card,  these  boxes  are 
used  for  the  coin  date,  mint  mark,  mint,  and  number  struck 
respectively  (show  source  on  the  reverse).

This  box  is  for  the  composition  of  the  coin,  diameter  (in 
millimeters),  or  if  oval,  square,  or  otherwise,  then  the  cir- 
cumference or  length.  The  weight  (in  grams),  die  axis  (use 
arrows),  holed,  condition  of  the  coin  if  on  file,  and  if 
known,  the  thickness  and  specific  gravity. 


11.  If  necessary  this  box  is  reserved  for  the  translation  of  "12" 

below  to  include  the  edge  markings,  the  obverse  and  reverse. 
As  the  amount  of  information  on  all  three  varies,  this  box 
has  not  been  sectionalized.  Note:  should  this  box  not  be 

necessary  for  this  purpose,  then  boxes  6 through  9 may  be 
extended  to  list  more  coin  dates,  etc.,  if  the  type  does  not 
vary.

INTRODUCTION : General  information  for  collectors  of  the  coins  of 

India. 

This  is  a list  of  most  Provinces,  States,  Cities  and  Mints,  post- 
1200  A.D.,  with  some  references  and  explanations.  There  is  also  a 
list  of  some  very  necessary  reference  books.  These  books  show  where 
coins  were  issued,  usually  showing  if  issued  in  both  silver  and 
copper.  "NC"  means  no  coins  were  minted  because  this  was  the  name 
of  an  area  only.  Also,  we  have  tried  to  indicate  where  we  knew 
that  coins  were  scarce  or  rare. 

The  following  reference  books  are  needed  by  every  serious  collector 
of  Indian  coins :

The  names  of  most  rulers  are  not  listed  as  they  can  be  found  in  the 
reference  books. 

"State,  City,  Capital,  Mint"  means  all  four  have  the  same  name. 


Please  note  that  some  states  have  two  cities  with  the  same  name. 
Also,  many  cities  have  the  same  name  in  two  different  states.  Then 
there  are  entirely  different  cities  whose  names  are  spelled  almost 
identically.  Then,  very  importantly,  many  cities  were  ruled  over 
during  different  periods  by  the  Portuguese,  French,  Dutch  or  East 
India  Company  and  all  of  these  rulers  may  have  minted  coins  using 
this  same  mint  name. 


One  or  two  maps  of  India  (one  before  1857  - one  before  1947)  showing 
the  State  borders  and  all  cities  will  be  very  helpful. 

It  is  suggested  that  collectors  start  a 4 x 6 card  file.  Keep  the 
file  in  alphabetical  order,  listing  all  States,  Cities,  Mints,  etc. 
Post  on  each  card  all  the  articles  and  reference  books  with  page 
numbers.  This  will  save  you  much  time  and  frustation.

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CHINESE  SYMBOLISM:  FENG-HUANG  --  THE  BIRD  OF  PARADISE 


by  Patrick  D.  Hogan 

The  Bird  of  Paradise  is  depicted  on  some  coins.  Westerners  often 
call  this  animal  a "phoenix",  but  such  a creature  does  not  exist  in 
East  Asian  lore.  The  Chinese  call  this  mythical  bird  FENG-HUANG. 

It  is  the  symbol  of  the  Empress.  It  has  five  colors,  denoting  the 
five  virtues.  Her  only  resting  place  is  the  WU-T'ING  tree.  She 
visits  man  only  during  peace  and  is  the  incarnate  of  the  Yin  principle. 
She  figures  much  in  wedding  ceremonies.  Numismatists  have  suggested 
that  the  so-called  "Dragon-and-Phoenix"  design  coins  of  the  Republican 
government  (Y 334-6)  were  meant  to  commemorate  the  wedding  of  the 
Hsuan-t'ung  Emperor  to  Princess  Elizabeth  Yuan  in  1922  (the  title  of 
emperor  was  not  offically  abolished  by  the  Republican  government 
until  1924).

THE  LURE  OF  THE  MANGIR  (or  PUL)

Many  years  ago,  in  London,  I came 
across  an  early  issue  of  the  Numis- 
matic Circular  in  which  a short  note 
by  Wm.  H.  Valentine  was  published 
under  the  heading  of  "A  Unique 
Othmanli  Coin",  it  preceded  the  pub- 
lication of  his  now  standard  work 
The  Modern  Copper  Coins  of  the 
Muhammadan  States.  In  the  article 
he  discussed  a small  copper  coins 
from  D.  J.  Howorth's  collection,  on 
the  obverse  of  which  is  a coiled 
reverse  showed  that  it  had  been  struck 


snake;  the  inscription  on  the 
in  the  name  of  Muhammad  II,  actually  at  the  time  he  was  in  voluntary 
retirement.  He  noted  that  the  mint  signature  was  obscure.  The  coin 
has  since  been  attributed  to  Ayasaluk  mint,  which  was  closed  during 
the  latter  part  of  Muhammad’s  reign. 


The  description  of  the  coin  intrigued  me,  and  I set  out  to  find  a 
copy  of  the  Valentine  book  (which  had  just  gone  out  of  print  at  Spinks) 
and  to  search  for  the  coin  and  others  like  it.  I soon  got  the  book, 
but  that  particular  coin  eluded  me  for  many  years.  I developed  a 
strong  interest  in  these  copper  coins  with  their  peculair  ornaments 
and  arabesque  designs,  sometimes  on  one  side  and  others  with  both 
sides  intricately  designed.  I found  it  was  much  easier  to  find  the 
early  Arabic  copper  coin  and  Indian  "dump"  coins  than  the  Ottoman 
types,  particularly  the  specimens  without  the  date  and/or  ruler's  name, 
which  are  illustrated  in  Valentine's  work  (Nos.  107-156) • In  recent 
years  I found  it  necessary  to  acquire  certain  reference  works,  such 
as  the  pioneering  effort  of  Mubarak  Ghalib  Bey  concerning  these  mangirs 
contained  in  a letter  to  de  Witte,  director  of  Revue  Beige  de  Numis- 
matique,  written  in  Constantinople  in  December  1898.  Also,  besides 
Valentine's  book  which  appeared  in  1911,  I obtained  two  in  Ottoman 
Turkish:  Edhem,  Meskukat-i  Osmaniye  (1918)  and  the  three  part  serial 

TOEM  containing  "Ali's  Anonymous  and  Dateless  Coins  with  Simple  Orna- 
ments" which  provided  me  with  further  information  about  the  designs 
and  weights  and  possible  classification  and  attribution  of  these 
interesting  coins,  but  the  language  of  the  text  was  a barrier  to 
proper  study.  So,  it  was  not  until  I came  across  George  C.  Miles' 
volume  IX  of  The  Athenian  Agora,  which  had  been  published  in  1962, 
that  I could  fully  appreciate  the  many  problems  and  considerable 
difficulties  of  classification  and  attribution  presented  by  these 
coins  of  irregular  shape,  varying  thickness,  many  with  quite  illiter- 
ate renderings  of  legends,  which  came  out  of  the  mints  (pul  darphane) 
in  the  15th  and  l6th  centuries  in  such  vast  quantities  and  of  infin- 
ite variety.  Incidentally,  Dr.  Miles  discussed  in  his  book  the  hoard 
of  copper  coins  with  inscriptions  to  which  he  attributed  to  a mint 
in  the  Peloponnesus  - Tripolitza  which  seems  to  be  the  only  other 
mint  in  European  Turkey  (Rumelia)  other  than  Edime  striking  such 
coins,  and  his  photographic  illustrations  are  exceptionally  useful 
for  study  of  this  series  of  Ottoman  coinage.  The  most  recent  book 
of  course  published  seven  years  ago,  is  the  classic  catalog  of  the 
Yapi  ve  Kredi  Bankasi  written  by  Nuri  Pere,  Osmanlilarda  Madeni 
Paralar,  in  which  there  are  pages  of  drawings  of  the  designs  found 
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Gold  Australian  crown  1967.  This  is  the  crown  that  won  the  Australian  Coin 
Review’s  International  design  competition.  22  kr.  gold,  not  adopted.  T his  crown 
is  the  most  superb  numismatic  piece  ever  struck  for  Australia,  says  the  Re- 
view in  1967,  struck  at  Pinches  in  London,  designed  by  Meszaros,  only  few 
were  struck  in  gold  and  were  immediately  sold.

on  mangirs  attributed  to  various  sultans  and  are  most  rewarding  for 
study. 

Now,  collectors  of  Islamic  coins  and  others  will  be  able  to  plunge

NOTGELD  - ITALIAN  STYLE

Necessity  money,  or  Notgeld  as  the  Germans  called  it,  was  issued  in 
some  form  or  other  in  a number  of  different  places  at  different  times. 
The  period  1872-1881  saw  Italy  in  a financial  bind  similar  to  that  of 
the  United  States  during  and  immediately  after  the  Civil  War  or  for 
that  matter,  several  European  countries  after  both  World  Wars. 

One  of  its  manifestations  was  a severe  shortage  of  small  change. 

This  shortage  was  solved  by  the  issuance  of  various  forms  of  extra- 
legal  monies  such  as  encased  or  even  non-encased  postage  stamps, 
paper  money  or  coins  of  a sort.  And,  there  were  always  the  enter- 
prising businessmen  who  took  advantage  of  the  situation  to  create 
monies  of  their  own  and  to  gather  in  a few  extra  benefits  such  as 
free  advertising. 

Among  these  was  a fellow  in  Milan,  the  proprietor  of  a coffee  house 
called  Coffee  Cova,  who  started  making  his  own  coinage  in  1874  when 
the  shortage  of  small  coins  was  quite  acute.  He  issued  a series  of 
seven  coins,  two  in  silver,  five  of  copper.  The  1,  2,  5,  10  and  20 
centesimi  pieces  were  of  copper,  the  50  centesimi  and  1 lira  pieces 
of  silver.  As  much  as  possible,  he  copied  the  designs  of  the  Sardinian 

coinage  of  i860.  This  was  perfectly  legal  since  this  coinage  had 

been  demonetized  on  the  Unification  of  Italy  in  l86l  and  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Kingdom  of  Italy.  Being  quite  an  egotist,  he  had  a dis- 
tinguished portrait  of  himself  placed  on  the  obverse,  listing  himself 

as  Joseph  Cierrichetti  Primus  (Jospeh  the  First)  together  with  the 
date.  The  reverse  stated  his  qualifications  using  the  privilege  of 
Monarchy,  "By  the  Grace  of  God",  and  the  denomination.  And  he  wasn't 
going  to  let  the  benefits  of  advertising  pass  him  by  either.  On  the 
reverse  of  all  his  coins  he  placed  a coffee  mug,  the  product  he  sold. 

These  coins  passed  as  legal  tender  for  more  than  20  years,  long  after 
the  emergency  caused  by  the  coin  shortage  was  over.  Oddly  enough, 
his  coins  circulated  alongside  the  legal  coinage  of  Italy,  up  and  down 
the  length  of  that  country,  and  as  long  as  he  lived,  he  honored  these 
pieces  for  what  they  were  originally  intended,  coffee  and  cakes  at 
the  Coffee  Cova.

THE  GAMBLING  TOKENS 
OF  SIAM 

by  Bob  Whitesitt 


On  page  108  of  his  catalog-book,  Munzen  aus  Porzellan  Und  Ton,  Karl 
Scheuch  devotes  exactly  1-7/8  inches  to  one  of  the  least  known,  most 
misunderstood,  and  yet  by  far,  most  beautiful  branches  of  the  foreign 
numismatic  family  tree The  Gambling  Token  Series  of  Siam. 

Born  of  necessity  (emergency  money,  if  you  please)  in  the  late 
1760' s,  these  tokens  were  authorized  by  the  Siamese  government  in 
their  issuance  of  gambling  licenses  to  the  indigenous  Chinese  gamb- 
ling houses,  or  "Hongs"  as  they  were  called.  The  importance  of 
these  Hongs  to  the  economic  life  of  Siam  can  be  seen  by  the  fact 
that  almost  one -third  of  the  national  revenue  was  obtained  from  the 
issuance  of  these  licenses. 

The  games  played  in  the  Hongs  were  played  on  long  oblong  mats,  with 
the  croupier  squatting  at  one  end,  the  players  at  the  other.  It 
was  necessary  for  the  players  to  throw  their  bets  for  quite  some 
distance.  Since  the  official  coins  of  Siam,  at  this  time,  were  the 
silver  bullet -shaped  Tical  series,  which  would  not  roll  in  a straight 
line  due  to  their  lop-sidedness,  it  became  necessary  to  find  a sub- 
stitute. It  is  believed  that  sealing  wax  was  the  first  type  of 
material  used  in  these  tokens,  followed  by  lead,  glass,  bronze,  in 
that  order.  However,  in  1782,  all  types  of  materials  began  to  be 
used;  lead,  glass,  bronze,  copper,  zinc,  porcelain,  clay,  mother  of 
pearl,  ivory  and  silver,  but  with  porcelain  being  the  most  commonly 
used. 

Three  hundred  or  so  Hongs  were  known  to  operate,  but  many  were  at 
the  same  location.  Only  the  owners  were  different,  as  the  govern- 
ment periodically  auctioned  off  the  licenses.  When  this  happened, 
the  style  of  the  token  was  changed,  or  at  least  counterstamped  with 
chop-marks  to  assure  acceptance  by  the  new  management.  At  other 
times  those  chop-marks  were  used  to  foil  counterfeiters. 

Another  strategy  of  keeping  the  counterfeiters  in  line  was  a method 
sometimes  used  by  some  Hongs  of  only  circulating  the  tokens  for  a 
given  period  of  time,  say,  six  months  or  one  year.  At  the  end  of 
the  six  month  or  year  period,  criers  went  through  the  streets  noti- 
fying the  populace  that  the  time  was  at  hand  to  cash  in  the  old 
tokens  for  a new  issue.  Usually  two  or  three  days  were  allowed  for 
the  changeover.  A pleasant  side  effect  for  the  Hong,  was  the 
profit  realized  on  the  unredeemed  tokens  which  then  became  worth- 
less to  their  owners. 

As  their  general  use  grew,  these  tokens  circulated  beyond  the  con- 
fines of  the  gambling  houses  and  began  to  be  used  as  small  change 
within  the  locale  of  the  Hong  issuing  them,  thus  filling  a real  need 
for  small  change.  Their  use  lasted  until  they  were  officially  out- 
lawed in  1875^  though  some  Hongs  seem  to  have  received  the  information 


late,  as  some  tokens  were  still  being  made  as  late  as  1876  and  they 
continued  to  serve  as  small  change  until  about  1890. 

Generally,  the  shape  of  the  majority  of  the  tokens  are  round,  but 
they  also  are  found  in  oval,  square,  rectangular,  cubed,  diamond, 
scalloped,  pentagonal,  hexagonal,  octagonal,  petal  (floral),  leaf, 
star,  butterfly,  fish,  scroll  and  cross-shaped. 

The  obverse  of  the  tokens  are  as  varied  as  their  shapes  - the  major- 
ity having  from  one  to  four  Chinese  characters,  either  flat  or 
raised,  incised,  plain  and  enameled.  These  characters  represented, 
in  most  cases,  the  name  of  the  Hong,  such  as  "Harmonious  Wealth 
Company",  "Jade  Harmony  Company",  "Abundant  Wealth",  and  often  with 
only  one  word  such  as  "Gold",  "Jade",  "Wealth",  "Prosperity", 
"Treasure",  or  "Happiness". 

Some  tokens  have  no  writing,  but  have  pictures  of  fish,  crabs, 
horses,  rabbits,  frogs,  cats,  birds,  tigers,  elephants,  Chinese 
good  luck  symbols,  opium  pipes  and  women.  These  last  two  depicted 
two  of  the  other  sidelines  of  the  Hongs,  other  than  gambling. 

The  reverses  of  the  tokens  usually  contain  the  enameled  denominations, 
generally  a Fuang  or  a Salung,  and  at  other  times,  Song  Pei,  Pei, 

Pai,  and  Atts. 

The  enameling  on  the  porcelain  gambling  tokens  may  run  as  high  as 
five  colors,  but  in  general,  only  one  or  two  colors  were  used. 

The  lead  and  bronze  tokens  predate  the  porcelain  and  many  of  the 
porcelain  are  the  same  design  as  their  predecessors  - the  exception 
being  the  cast  openwork  tokens  which  were  not  practical  in  the  more 
breakable  porcelain  pieces. 

But  for  real  craftsmanship,  the  openwork  ivorys  and  the  engraved 
mother-of-pearl  tokens  cannot  be  matched.  The  mother-of-pearl 
tokens  were  made  in  all  shapes  and  sizes  and  usually  have  a geometric 
border  design,  with  the  center  depicting  flowers,  pagodas,  initials, 
or  scenes  of  Chinese  figures,  houses  and  gardens. 

Originally  it  was  thought  that  there  were  approximately  800  to  900 
different  types  of  these  tokens.  After  a number  of  years  research 
and  correspondence,  I find  that  there  are  no  less  than  6000  different 
types  actually  known  and  it  is  believed  that  there  may  be  a 1000 
more.  The  collection  of  Howard  D.  Gibbs  of  Pittsburg,  Pa.  contains 
just  over  6000  different  tokens.  This  collection  was  originally  put 
together  by  Prince  Damrong  of  Siam,  the  brother  of  King  Prajapek,  who 
abdicated.  The  Prince  put  together  some  5500  different  tokens,  Mr. 
Gibbs  more  than  500.  The  rarest  in  the  collection  is  a token  con- 
sisting of  a very  large  uncut  emerald  in  a brass  cage. 

The  second  largest  collection  in  the  United  States  belongs  to  William 
Park,  a HI  member,  now  living  in  Maryland.  His  collection  consists 
of  over  3000  different  pieces,  acquired  while  he  was  on  duty  with 
the  U.  S.  Army  in  Thailand.  This  collection  contains  many  true 
museum  pieces  and  some  possibly  unique  tokens,  one  of  which  is  a 
silver  rimmed  mother-of-pearl  with  the  head  of  a male  lion  engraved 
on  one  side  and  that  of  a lioness  on  the  other. 

The  third  U.S.  collection  inspected  is  that  of  Lola  and  Flynn  E. 
Hudson  of  Decatur,  Georgia,  who  have  been  collecting  and  researching 
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for  about  10  years  and  who  have  close  to  3000  pieces.  Their  col- 
lection contains  a real  prize  piece,  a red  ivory  fish  shaped  piece 
which  is  unique  in  all  known  collections. 

The  Hudsons  are  preparing  a book  and  catalog  on  these  tokens,  and 
though  years  away,  maybe,  it  could  be  the  "bible"  of  Siamese  Token 
Collecting. 

My  own  collection  numbers  about  1900  pieces.  My  favorites  are  the 
large  ivory  filagrees,  one  almost  square,  the  other  rectangular  with 
a carved  border.  These  two  tokens  have  been  pierced  by  l/l6"  diamcnd- 
shaped  holes,  so  close  together  they  resemble  a fine  screen  - the 
workmanship  borders  on  the  impossible. 

My  thanks  to  Howard  Gibbs,  Bill  Park  and  Lola  and  Flynn  Hudson,  with- 
out whose  voluminous  correspondence  with  me,  this  essay  could  not 
have  been  written.  Much  of  this  is  word  for  word  from  their  letters.

EAST  PRUSSIA-  A VICTIM 
OF  VERSAILLES 

East  Prussia  (Ostpreussen),  a former  German  province  bounded,  on  the 
north  by  the  Baltic  Sea,  on  the  east  by  Lithuania  and  on  the  south 
and  west  by  Poland  and  the  Free  City  of  Danzig. 

The  name  Prussia  is  linguistically  of  Baltic  origin;  its  ancient 
inhabitants,  exterminated  by  the  Knights  of  the  Teutonic  Order,  call- 
ed themselves  Prusi.  When  the  Knights  conquered  the  Polish  province 
of  Pomorze  in  1J08  the  name  Prussia  was  extended  westward  and  cover- 
ed the  entire  territory  administered  by  the  Tuetonic  Order.  In 
1466  Poland  recovered  Pomorze  and  the  region  of  Warmiaer  Ermeland 
in  Old  Prussia.  Between  these  dates,  when  the  elector  of  Branden- 
burg became  king  in  Prussia,  the  country  held  directly  to  the  crown 
of  Poland  and  was  called  Royal  Prussia  to  distinguish  it  from  the 
land  retained  by  the  Knights  as  Poland's  vassels,  and  which  became 
a secular  duchy  (ducal  Prussia)  in  1525*  In  1657  this  region  was 
freed  from  Polish  suzerainty  by  the  treaty  of  Wehlau. 

From  1815  the  name  East  Prussia  was  given  to  the  easternmost  pro- 
vince of  the  Kingdom  of  Prussia.  The  boundaries  of  this  province 
remained  unchanged  until  World  War  I.  Its  area  was  then  14,284 
square  miles  and  the  population  2,064,175* 

Throughout  the  years  numismatics  has  reported  the  history  of  Prussia, 
both  East  and  West.  Many  of  the  German  crown  pieces  relate  the 
history  of  this  region  and  tell  of  the  rulers  who  governed.  However, 
through  the  issuance  of  emergency  (notgeld)  coins  of  the  cities  and 
towns  of  the  region,  history  and  economics  were  related  for  the 
period  druing  and  after  World  War  I. 

As  a result  of  the  treaty  of  Versailles  in  1919>  the  Memel  (Klaipeda) 
territory  was  taken  from  Germany  as  reparation  following  the  War  to 
end  all  Wars.  In  1924  this  territory,  the  region  known  as  East 
Prussia  was  incorporated  into  Lithuania.  The  district  of  Soldau 
(Dzialdewe)  was  given  to  Poland,  while  the  regency  of  Marienwerder 
(Kwidzyn),  formerly  part  of  the  province  of  West  Prussia,  joined 
East  Prussia,  now  territorially  separated  from  the  rest  of  Germany. 

The  new  area  of  East  Prussia,  from  1920  to  1939  was  l4,  304  square 
miles,  with  a population  (1925)  of  2, 256,  349>  of  which  83.8$  were 
Lutheran  and  15-0$  Roman  Catholic. 

During  WW1  and  shortly  thereafter,  because  of  the  shortage  of  small 
change  and  due  to  the  fall  of  the  Ost  Mark,  emergency  coins  (notgeld) 
were  used  in  many  cities  of  the  region. 

Below,  in  Figures  1 through  8,  are  a few  of  the  notgeld  coins  com- 
monly used  in  the  cities  of  Soldau,  Marienwerder  and  Danzig. 
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The  Marienwerder  50  Pfennig  coin  was  struck  in  iron,  25.5mm.  A 
total  mintage  of  51*099  pieces  were  struck. 

Marienwerder  also  issued  5 Pfennig  and  10  Pfennig  pieces  in  iron. 
These  were  round  and  19* 0mm  and  20.0mm  respectively.  There  were 
19*960  and  201,300  pieces  struck  in  the  3 and  10  Pfennigs  respective- 
ly- 


All  pieces  were  recalled  15  July  1922.

The  Free  City  of  Danzig  issued  two  types  of  10  Pfennig  notgeld  coins 
and  only  in  1920.  However,  there  are,  in  the  1 million  pieces  struck, 
48  different  varieties  of  these  two  coins.

After  World  War  II  East  Prussia  was  partitioned  between  Poland  (the 
southern  part)  and  the  USSR  (the  northern  part),  the  frontier  run- 
ning north  of  Goldap,  Bartenstein  (Bartozyce)  and  Braunsberg 
(Braniewe).  With  the  exception  of  the  Klaipeda  territory  which  was 
reincorporated  into  Lithuania,  the  northern  part  was  incorporated 
into  the  Russian  federation  and  colonized  by  Russians.  Fonigsberg 
became  Kalinigrad,  Insterberg  became  Chemyakhovsk,  and  Tilsit, 
Sovetsk. 


In  the  southern  part  about  400,000  indigenous  Poles  (whom  the  Germans 
had  called  Masuren)  remained,  and  immigrants  from  pre-1939  Poland 
replaced  the  Germans,  who  either  fled  in  1944  or  were  evacuated  in 
1945. 


DENMARK'S  1842  4 SKILLING  COIN 

In  1842  the  Danish  4 Skilling  coin  was  struck  in  both  Copenhagen 
and  Altona.  The  Altona  coinage,  with  orb  mintmark,  is  exceedingly 
rare  despite  its  million-plus  mintage  due  to  the  fact  that  it  was 
not  immediately  released  and  was  subsequently  melted  down  during 
the  uprising  of  1848.  At  the  present  time  only  two  specimens  are 
known  to  exist.

BOOK  REVIEWS 

NAKISLI  OSMANLI  MANGIRLARI  (The  Ornamental  Copper  Coinage  of  the  Otto- 
man]^ 6-l/4"  x 9-l/4"  with  approximately  200 
coins  (obverses  and  reverses)  illustrated  in  the  text,  and  150  coin 
photos  on  8 plates,  also  a map  showing  the  location  of  mints  with  l4 
pages  of  the  text  translated  into  English  covering  the  historical 
background  of  copper  coinage  and  its  use.  Bound  in  stiff  paper 
covers.  l88pp.  $9*75  (instanbul  1975)* 

As  in  his  previous  works  Olcer  has  arranged  the  mangirs  he  describes, 
in  a sequence  which  enables  the  collector  to  assign  a serial  number 
to  other  coins  as  they  are  discovered. 

Briefly,  the  classification  covers  the  following  types:  1.  Undated 

and  anonymous  (mangirs  showing  place  of  minting  on  one  side  and  only 
ornamental  design  on  the  othero  In  this  category  he  lists  205  coins 
from  19  mints,  of  which  there  are  62  from  Tire,  with  another  77  from 
Qustantiniye,  Amasya  and  Bursa  mints.  2.  Mangirs  without  mint  signa- 
ture, but  with  ornamental  designs  on  both  sides-  In  this  category 
they  have  been  classified  into  5 sections:  coins  ornamented  symetric- 

ally  from  the  centre,  on  both  sides  (85  coins);  coins  ornamented  sy- 
metrically  from  the  diameter  on  both  sides  (22  coins);  coins  ornament- 
ed symetrically  from  the  center  on  one  side  and  from  the  diameter  on 
the  other  (43  coins);  11  coins  which  are  ornamented  unsymetrically; 
and  23  coins  which  have  small  animal  figures.  It  is  therefore  very 
easy  to  find  or  classify  a coin  quickly. 

The  catalog  is  completed  by  the  addition  of  dated  copper  coins  from 
the  reigns  of  ten  sultans  which  have  not  been  previously  published, 
and  they  are  from  19  mints  among  which  are  Karahisar,  Kigi,  El  Hisn- 
Keyfa,  el  Qahire,  Harbrt  and  Hizan. 

The  illustrations  reflect  the  die  designers  original  intent,  it  has 
been  the  author's  main  concern  to  show  their  artistic  motifs  which 
are  great  examples  of  purely  Turkish  art. 

A rough  guide  to  the  rarity  of  these  ornamented  Ottoman  mangirs  has 
been  included  in  the  text-

TRANQUEBAR,  by  John  C.  F.  Gray.  A guide  to  the  Coins  of  Danish  India, 
circa  1620  to  l845»  Quarterman  Publications,  Inc.,  5 South  Union  St., 
Lawrence,  Mass.  01824.  Price  - $12.50. 

Tranquebar  is  a little-known  field  of  numismatics  now  rapidly  drawing 
attention  to  itself.  The  first  book  on  the  Danish  coinage  in  India 
ever  to  be  published  in  a major  language,  this  guide  includes  many 
early  lead  types  which  have  only  recently  come  to  light  for  the  first 
time,  while  the  description  of  other  rarities  has  been  revised  from 
the  reading  of  later  specimens. 

The  history  of  the  Danish  East  India  Company  and  its  successor,  the 
Danish  Asiatic  Company  is  presented  from  a number  of  sources  which 
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supplement  the  traditional  Danish  viewpoint <>  The  involuntary  support 
accorded  to  the  DAC  by  its  giant  competitor,  the  (English)  East  India 
Company,  through  the  corrupt  practices  of  its  officials,  is  a curious 
feature.  A bibliography  is  appended. 

With  its  age-long  history  of  devastating  floods  Tranquebar's  coins  are 
still  being  uncovered  on  the  beach  by  heavy  storms.  How  the  local 
fishermen  comb  the  sands  to  supplement  their  income,  though  only  some 
five  percent  of  their  finds  are  in  collectible • condition,  makes  fascin- 
ating reading. 

This  96-page  hardbound  book  is  well  illustrated  with  165  line  drawings, 
106  coin  plates,  and  recent  photographs  of  the  local  scene.  A valu- 
ation guide  listing  current  prices  in  four  grades  is  included.
